The Acts of the 2001 General Assembly by House Bill 2174 (HB 2174) created a regulatory
program to administer certified home inspectors. The Bill assigned the regulatory program to
the Virginia Board for Asbestos and Lead; changed the Board's name to the Virginia Board for
Asbestos, Lead and Home Inspectors; and changed the Board's membership to reflect the new
program. HB 2174 assigned the administration and support of the certified home inspectors to
the Department of Professional and Occupational Regulation. The new Board comes into effect
onlJuly 1, 2001 and is mandated to adopt final regulations on or before July 1, 2003. This will be
the first set of regulations for certified home inspectors. There are no existing regulations to
amend.

The NOIRA will solicit public comment on all areas of possible regulation with emphasis on the
following areas:

1) Definitions of terms to be used in the regulations; 2) Entry standards for those seeking to
practice as a certified home inspector; 3) Renewal standards for regulants; 4) Standards of
practice and conduct; and 5) Grounds for disciplinary action against regulants.
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Basis

The Board's authority to promulgate regulations for certified home inspectors may be found in
8 54.1-501 of the Code of Virginia which shall be effective on July 1, 2001. This section of the
Code mandates the Board to promulgate regulations for certification of home inspectors
concerning qualifications of home inspector applicants, examination of applicants and proper
conduct of certified home inspectors.

This is the initial regulation promulgation activity for the Acts of the 2001 General Assembly,
the Bill mandates the regulation, and no alternatives have been identified to evaluate. The
Department of Professional and Occupational Regulation and the Virginia Board for Asbestos,
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Lead and Home Inspectors will carefully weigh all information coming into its possession with
the objective of developing regulations which intrude as little as possible into the conduct of
commerce by the regulated community and have the least adverse impact on the public.
